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LITTLE THINGS. 


First off in spring come the little 


it is so,with Crocus and Snowdrops and Scillées.But as the 
are to be few if any of these to pléent this fall,we must turn 


to the little things in plents,perhaps to our own gratification 


to get out in the garden,that are all too neglected.Among them 
may be mentioned the bulbous Corydalis;all the Primroses;some 
of the Anemones;the Moss Pinks;and particulerly the little 
Mountain Buttercup.This differs so much from the other early 
spring flowering plants that it is quickly noted by every 
visitor who braves the mud of April here at Gardenside. 

The flower of Ranunculus montana is as large or larger than 
that of the common Buttercup of our fields in summer.But the 
plant itself,as we know it here,grows less than six inches 
high,with dark green glossy round leaves,in a compact tuft, 


slowly spreading by underground root-stelks.lhe bright golden 


yellow flower is held stiffly upright,on 


the leaves.It is so bright and cheery in early spring;so neat 


and clean looking all summer, that it makes a 


specimen.It makes an even better edging for a small border, 
or a carpet for a cool area under larger plants.Never weedy 
here,but not difficult either.In warmer sections,it may like 


a bit of shade after mid-day,in summer. Try it,you'll be gladl

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WHAT IO PLANT,--AND WHY! 


The question of spring flowering bulbs for planting this 
fall,is slowly clarifying,as this is written.As we now know 
it,there will be a moderate number of American grown Narcissi 
in a fairly limited list of varieties.There are also a few 
American Tulips.Other small bulbs,of the sorts usually brought 
from Hollénd,are practically non-existent. 


In England,there are large numbers of Tulips,and Narcissi, 
to a large extent of varieties particularly useful for winter 
flowering for the florists use.These are all to come to us, 
if it is possible to get them here,as we expect it will be. 
To a large extent,these will not reach the home gardener at 
all,tho a few may do so. 


On the continent,the bulb crops are reported as unharmed, 
tho in Holland,and probably elsewhere,the extreme winter did 
some damage,and in a few cases seriously harmed the major part 
of the crop.These bulbs have been harvested as usual,and will 
be sent to us if possible.They will travel as produce of 
neutral nations,no doubt,but whether they will be so considered 
by the Ruler of the Waves,is e matter for doubt.As to the 
possibility that they may arrive despite the blockede,or that 
they will be accepteble to American gardeners,if they do arrive 
is a matter we will not comment on. 


In many gardens there will be no shortage of bulb flowers 
next spring,for we have learned to grow these bulbs,to plant 
them deeply and keep them,or to dig them up,and reset the 
increase.But always there will be gardens where no bulbs are 
or where they have been dug each spring to permit other 
plantings,with the expectetion that new bulbs would be had. 
For such gardens,it is necessary that we devise a different 
plenting,to come and go before June.Perhaps it is as well, 
for to plant a lulip,with the bud carrying a flower,all ready 
to develop,in it,didn't teke a high degree of gardening skill, 
tho there were failures even with these.Now we must try other 
things,and we should enjoy doing so. 


In the July Gossip,were suggestions for plantings,using a 
number of American bulbous plants,that were plentifully avail- 
able,end in some cases,élmost unknown.These included Camassias, 
Mertensias,end +trilliums.4ll of these are still available,and 
can be safely planted.Beyond any doubt,they can be used to 
give effects comparable to,tho entirely differing from, those 
we have made with Holland Bulbs.Aés good a degree of success 
ean be attained,and as wes pointed out in July,these roots 
can be dug after flowering and ripened elsewhere,to permit 
the planting of annuals,just as has so often been done before. 


Now there are & number of pléents,not bulbous that flower 
in early spring,snd can be depended upon for striking effect 
if properly handled,or used in scattered plantings to give 
early color.Among those offered here,the following ere of 
especial interest,and 6 word about them may help. 


Pansies and Violés,should best be planted in the Fall.It is 
not essential to gét large plants,for growth will continue 
until cold weather,aénd be resumed very early in spring.It is 
the first few blossoms on the Pansies that ere best--and most 
welcome--,and these are seldom seen by the spring buyer.The 
first few flowers on the Violas are as welcome,but it is the 
great burst of yellow,purple or white that they give with the 
first real warm days,and continue to hot weather,that count, 
and they do their best if well established in fall,-spring 
plenting stops them just as they are beginning to grow.We 
particularly commend the smaller plants we are offering this 
fall,of all these things,and trust you will try them.If you 
want really large clumps,tho,they are available es noted. 
Give all these a soil rich in humus--leefmold,preferably,or 
well rotted manure,with ea fair amount of Bonemeal--if you 
want them to do their very best.

What to plént,--and why,con. 


One plant that is available,that is exceptionally good for 
early spring flowering,is Corydalis bulbusa.I[t appears very 
early,flowers promptly,and attractively in deep rosy purple, 
and then is gone.As soon as it has ripened,the bulbs may be 
dug and stored,absolutely dry,but cool,until even October. 
This permits the use of the space for summer planting.This 
little bulb forces readily in a sunny window,if it is potted 
in fall,and put away to make roots.About six in a five inch 
pan,are enough.lhey last surprisingly long,in flower,if kept 
cool,and the bulbs will develop for another yeer,if kept on 
in the pot until the top ripens. 


Primroses of the juliae class flower very early,quite often 
before the more familiar polyanthus group.In appearance, they 
are very like the latter,but the root is of a different nature 
and in our experience,they do not suffer in hot weather as do 
the polyanthus sorts.In nearly all cases,the colors are strong 
reds tending to the blue reds,altho there is an attractive 
salmon pink,end white and other colors,not yet plentiful.The 
show of bloom on a small plant is surprising,and they will 
grow right along thru the hottest summer here.the foliage is 
small,in full sun at least,and they make more attractive edging 
than do the polyanthus. 


Anemone pulsatilla and Anemone pulsatilla alba,flower a bit 
later in spring then the preceding.But they compare favorably 
with Darwin fulips in size,neight end flowering season, tho 
they last much longer.Limited to the familiar blue lavender 
of the type,and the clear white,they are so sttractive in both 
flower and foliage,as to make them worthwhile anywhere.A little 
leefmold,with bone or old lime,is advantsgeous,we find. 


We have assembled 6 surprising number of good Moss *inks,or 
dwarf Phloxes.Not all are members of the P.subulata group,but 
in effect they are much alike.All of the subulatas are well 
known,snd descriptions may be limited to brief color mention. 
But it might be noted that Emerald Cushion has a very dark 
green foliage,close and compact in habit,and is attractive at 
all times.Camla and the new Dixie ~rilliant both flower later 
then the subulatas,with larger flowers in the individual blooms 
and somewhat taller.*hey tend to prolong the season of these 
Phloxes,énd the latter is really, the most brilliant sort we 
have ever seen.Cemle is a fine soft color.Little subulata Vivid 
does particulerly well here,and we have some fine plents.It 
lives up to its name,without being Brilliant.On the other hand, 
subulata Brilliant is so much brighter than the older rosea,as 
put it definitely out of the running for those who want strong 
colors.Of the levenders,we like G.F.Wilson best.In addition,we 
have a fine strong colored form of Phlox stolonifera,from an 
old Vernont cemetary,that had been 'let-go',és we say.Very 
showy,and fine for poor soil,in full sun,or partial shade. 


Two double forms of older favorites can be mentioned.The 
Double Rock Cress is a much finer plant in every way,than the 
singles raised from seed.I[t is fragrant,end flowers over a 
long period.the double Basket of Gold,is as much brighter in 
color than the single as can be imegined.Otherwise it is much 
like it.Both are excellent for early bedding effects. 


ihe lest of the satisfactory early spring flowering plants 
to be mentioned here,are the Doronicums.Both D.caucasicum and 
D.plantigineum excelsum ere tall,the latter being credited 
with a possible five feet.they ere fine for cutting.D.caucasicum 
is the earliest,and a somewhat smaller and lighter colored 
flower.Guite the best of ¢ll,from any standpoint is D.cordi- 
folium.This we offered and described some time ago,end sold 
very short of .We now have a good bed again.According to Hortus 
this grows only five inches high.Ours is up to eight or ten 
inches.Perheps it is D.clusii,as has been suggested,tho we had 
it of a reputable sort under the name we give it.In any case, 
it is fine in flower,and all summer,in foliage. 
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GARDENSIDE GROWN LILIES. 


AMABILE,-This lily blooms in mid-June,grows to two feet of 
height at least,and often more,and carries a profusion 
of bright orange red flowers,spotted with black. 35¢ ea.

GOssIP 


LILIES IN 1940. 


We have nothing but pleasure to report 
from our Lilies this summer.No hail storm 
broke them down,nor was there any general 
evidence of disease to discourage us.We 
had a good number of bulbs of L.regale, 
and its hybrids,planted out last fall,and 
these flowered at the usual season.Then 
at the close of the spring shipping,we 
planted out a lot of larger bulbs that we 
had not disposed of,and they flowered as 
the others were going by,so that we now 
have Regals fading;L.princeps in full 
glory;and Shelburne Hybrids not yet fully 
open,as this is written in mid-August. 


Not only that,but we had a good showing 
of Madonnas,tho wet weather somewhat 
spoiled them,for it rained ten days in 
succession,when they were at their best. 
And the Coral Lily,and particulerly L. 
concolor,were especially fine,so bright 
under the late June and July skies.We 
had 6 splendid showing of L.canadense, 
our native meadow lily.Others not yet in 
flower include some speciosums;henryi; 
and willmottiae.Now in flower is our 
Unnamed Lily,nearly four feet high in a 
moist location,with flowers like lerger 
L.amabile,but not quite so bright;much 
like L.tigrinum,but not so heavily spotted. 
It is distinct,end well worth while,just 
at this time. 


Now all these Lilies are growing in 
our fields here.Last season @s you may 
recall,we offered a number of slosaic- 
free sorts,not.of our own growing.And we 
were forced-regretfully-to decide that 
either our custemers are not interested 
in lily culture to the point that they 
will pay the price asked for bulbs grown 
and kept mosaic free.It isn't possible 
to avoid considerable extra expense,if 
all evidence of disease is to be kept out, 
and the cost must be passed on to the 
buyer.Or else,we have over-estimated the 
importance of the Mosaic diseases of the 
Lily.Perhaps it is the latter.vertainly 
we didn't dispose of enough of these 
sorts to warrant our listing them again 
this year. 


Our own stock is comparatively free 
of .disease.Many Lilies carry the virus in 
their stalks,but do not themselves suffer 
badly from it.Only when more susceptible 
varieties are planted nearby,does the 
trouble flame up.Gerdeners will know that 
such fine things as L.euratum,end L.for- 
mosanum are particulerly affected by mos- 
aic.You will all note that we do not offer 
any of these sorts. THOSE WE OFFER,RESIST 
MOSAIC! 


Not that we underestimate the danger 
of the disease.We have segregated our 
plentings,so that new seedling stocks are 
being grown at a distance from older bulbs. 
In the future,we intend to keep our Lilies 
as free of Mosaic disease,as good culture 
permits,and still maintain a reasonable 
price on our bulbs. 
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JAPANESE IRIS. 


Always when Japanese !ris are in bloom, 
we wonder why there is so little interest 
displeyed in them.Not having had large 
numbers of many sorts that we offered,we 
have not been inclined to press them upon 
our friends,being able to dispose of all 
we had to spare,to those who came in to 
see them,coupled with the moderate sales 
that did come in by mail.But this year, 
they were particularly fine,and with a few 
exceptions we were able to divide the 
plents and get a good number of each sort, 
so we now proclaim again that those who 
do not grow a number of these fine things, 
miss a great deal of the joy that July can 
bring. 


We have a section where they are now 
growing,which is almost mucky.It is a low 
area,guite damp et all times,and while the 
soil is our characteristic loam,it is much 
darker than in other parts of the fields, 
giving an impression of being absolutely 
fitted for Japanese Iris.*et in our own 
little garden,on a heavy clay soil,that 
bakes and packs as hard as rock,we had 
flowers fully equalling any in the field 
beds.And in another garden,on clear sharp 
sand, they were also fine,tho they did 
require watering,as does the rest of the 
garden,for that matter.So that we do not 
feel that it is necessary to have a wet 
and mucky soil,to grow these at their 
best,but rather just to give them a trial. 
Right or wrong,we think they like a lot 
of bonemeal,and they certainly need a fair 
amount of feeding,on any soil. 


Herewith are offered our selection of 
Japanese tris,made from those sent us by 
a connoisseur friend,and with ea few added 
that we have recently seen and liked.We 
have just divided and reset them,and we 
think this is a splendid time of year to 
plant for next summer's bloom. 
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LEFT-OVERS. 


As this is written,our supply of all 
sorts of Poppies is surprisingly large. 
The crop of roots was a good one,and we 
have sold a good number.But save for 
Perry's White,we can supply any sort we 
have offered in the July Gossip.It may 
be that hot weather,has caused a number 
of gardeners to withhold ordering.If so, 
we are sure you'll be glad to know that 
these dormant roots can be planted with 
perfect safety, thruout September,and even 


in October,in sections where winter doesn't

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THE NEWER DAYLILIES. 


So far this year,we haven't indulged 
ourselves with the purchase of more new 
emerocallis.For a year or two past,we 
have been obtaining new sorts,from varied 
sources,and in different ways.While not 
too expensive a pastime,ss we have been 
enjoying it,still its tendency is to be- 
come so as days go on,for the collection 
on the plece totals some seventy sorts. 
Taking care of them,in itself,is a chore. 
To say nothing of not knowing which to 
throw away. 


We have one standing order out.We want 
any sorts that flower later in the fall 
than does Mrs.W.H.Wyman.If any one knows 
of a plant that flowers thru September, 
we want to hear about it. 


Our selections of Daylilies in the 
last year or two,have been devoted to two 
general classes.First,those carrying 
prominent red markings,such as Rajah and 
E.A.Bowles;second, those with so-called 
pink tones,as Patricia and Rosalind.It 
had seemed to us that our collection con- 
tained enough of the pure yellows and the 
bright orange sorts.But as we have depended 
on the judgment of some friends in the 
selection of varieties that we had not seen 
in bloom,we have managed to add several 
of both yellow and orange sorts,along with 
one or two of the small red sorts,of which 
Cissie Giuseppi is a type.And it is more 
than noticeable that visitors here prefer 
the softer colors,so that we haven't minded 
the addition of these newer sorts.However, 
we are working up an admiration for a 
number of sorts that with our dislike for 
the fulvous colors,it did not seem possible 
we could ever enjoy.Rajah is beautiful,as 
is E.A.Bowles and Margaret Perry.But the 
sorts we are particularly taken with are 
the ‘coffee and cream sorts'-Iris Perry; 
Stalwart;Marcus;and on into .the older 
and well known Gypsy,and D.D.Wyman,in 
which the overlaid rusty coloring shows 
thru in blotches.It is true that the soft 
colors are cooler to look at on a hot 
August morning, but equally true that one 
can surfeit the eye with a mass of the 
same shade,while to intensify the pure 
lovliness and coolness of such & sort as 
Hyperion,one needs only to see it beside 
a fulvous colored sort to enjoy it the 
more. 


Rosalind,which was first called Fulva 
rosea,we saw in good bloom this summer,and 
it is truly a lovely pinky rose.And we 
enjoyed Golden Empress,which stood over 
six feet high,in majestic splendor.Sunny 
West(actually a soft yellow),is fine and 
a very sturdy erect sort.Little Curly Pate 
identified itself with the first open 
blossoms,in the peculiarly curled tips to 
the perianth segments,which easily told 
why it was named.And Peachblow was revealed 
as a better Viscountess Byng,with a good 
amount of true rose in the coloring.All 
in all,we have had a pleasant summer. 
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OTHER NEW THINGS. 


For some reason,the new things flower- 
ing here this summer have been less than 
usually prominent.‘!wo items of which we 
have previously written are a new Scabiosa 
to be called Blue Snowflake,and which we 
think will be moderately available next 
year,and a number of new Pyrethrum,which 
we thought might make enough new growth 
to enable us to offer them this fall, but 
which it now seems best to keep until 
another year,tho the method of propagation 
was successful. 


Even as this is written,we have new 
proof of our belief in the future of the 
Shelburne Hybrid Strain of Lilies.What 
we have,we don't dare say,nor scarcely 
can believe.4And it will be several years 
before we will be able to tell.But at 
least,we can be sure that 1940 will be 
memorable,in that respect. 


One plant that we are growing is of 
considerable interest.It is a hardy 
Lavatera,from the Yanube region, growing 
much like a Hollyhock,and with single 
rose pink flowers two inches across,over 
a long period.We like it very much,it 
seems reputebly hardy,grows a bit too tall 
for a foreground plant,but is fine at 
back,or alone,and has no troubles we have 
seen. 


Close by the Lavatera is a hardy Ger- 
bera(G.anandra) ,with the poorest excuse 
for blossoms,we have ever seen.+hey are 
the size and color of a dingy dime.If it 
can be used as a parent to provide hardi- 
ness to the brighter colored members of 
the family,that would be fine. 


Next it is a Mimosa,which we have as 
M.illoenis.This went thru the previous 
winter,with little injury,and is now 
some two feet high,budded ready to bloom. 
With its feathery foliage,it is very at- 
tractive,and if the flowers are worth- 
wWhile,it will be a decided acquisition. 


In larger numbers are three plants of 
interest.One at least is not mentioned 
in Hortus.It is Patrinia rupestris,as we 
have it.The growth is erect,if with other 
things,to about two feet.l!he stems slender 
and not too heavily leaved,and each is 
topped with a small head of eyllow flowers. 
The common name we have for it,is Golden 
Valerian,and it is very pretty and showy, 
in August,for a. long period,and good for 
cutting with other flowers. 


With it are growing Kitabelia vitifolia, 
a tall perennial also from the Danube reg- 
lon,with grape like leaves on sturdy stems 
to 8' tall,and with solitary,quite large 
white flowers over a two months period.It 
is for the background,but is really good. 
The other is Symphiandra pendula,a form 
of Campanula,growing to two feet high, 
and carrying a large number of drooping 
white bells,over two inches long,on a 
sturdy stem.

DAPHNE MEZEREUM 


This small shrub has to be seen,to be appreciated,and 
then,since it flowers so early,it is too late to do more than 
take it home and wait for another year,many people fail to 
purchase.In Fall,it is forgotten.Too,many people never visit 
nurseries as early as this plant flowers.Here it is always in 
bloom with the first warm April days,its stems tightly clothed 
with the rosy lavender flowers,spicily fragrant,and very 
attractive to the bees.Following the flowers come the leaves 
in clusters at the tips of the erect stems,and later are green 
berries, that turn an attractive bright red,and again clothe 
the plant with beauty.It may grow four feet high,but it is 
much more likely to stay around thirty inches,unless in a very 
favorable spot.Likes some shade,and will grow on the north 
side of a house,but can be planted anywhere,except on the dry- 
est soil.Aé little protection from the north wind,will bring 
it into blossom even earlier.

If you have had difficulty with this plant burning in winter, 
stick some evergreen boughs up between it and the sun,hbut do 
not pack it in leaves or other close material.We have some
